24 —A dating and suc­ 
cessful safe robbery was committed yes­ 
terday, the scene of the job being a cot­ 
tage located at the coiner of T liii./-sec­ 
ond street and Ashland avenue and occu­ 
pied ss the office o f the Union Iron and 
Steel company, whose immense rolling 
ii1* Bs, blast furnaces, and 
companion 
shops occupy a vast area of the surround­ 
ing country, and employ nigh onto a 
thousand men when the mibs are in full 
operation. Less than a year ago tho same 
safe, iu the same office, was blow ii open 
aud £700 ;n clean cash abstracted. 
The 
job a year ago, though a good one, was 
but a small affair compared to that of last 
night, by which the robber* carried 
off 
with them ten thousand dollars iii 
gold 
and silver. 
Yesterday even Mig, shortly before 7 
o’clock, the wat dim in, J . C. Brooks, en­ 
tered the office by a door which faces the 
nulls, though the house is situated on 
Ashland avenue. The 
wat finnan was 
engaged in reading a paper, when Ins 
attention was attracted by a noise at the 
door. 
He got up to investigate, aud had 
just stepped out through the swinging 
door alongside the desks, when the main 
door was pushed open, and three masked 
men confronted I** rn. 
Before lie could 
cry out for help the biggest of the three 
grabbed him by the throat, while the 
others gagged and bound him. AU three 
of the thugs were powerful and muscular 
fellows, and tile gray-haired watchman 
was but a child in their hands. 
The rob­ 
bers all had handkerchiefs draw a am os* 
their faces, the largest having a colored 
kerchief, with light spots on it. 
Having 
tied his hands and legs, they then blind­ 
folded him, aud placed one of their num­ 
ber over him with a revolver, warning 
him significantly. To make the old man 
understand still further their disregard 
for his life, the cold muzzle of the revol­ 
ver was allowed to touch his face every 
few moments, and its effect was mar­ 
velous. 
In the meantime tho other two drilled 
two holes in the safe near the knob, and 
inserting aeharge, blew tin ’door off. The 
composition was scatter'd all over the 
room, aud the noise must have been 
quite loud.

T he profession of “ sandwich men,1* 
the banners and transparencies, and 
the various advertisements on wheels 
are usually unobjectionable, and lend 
additional activity and, perhaps, inter­ 
est to the city streets as a sort of every­ 
day carnival.

A g r i c u l t u r e in E n g l a n d . 


M il E d w a r d A t k in s o n calls atten­ 
tion through an article in Hic Fort­ 
nightly Review to the agricultural revo­ 
lution impending in Great Britain in 
consequence of the rapid development 
of the great grain-growing regions in 
the West and Northwest of the United 
States. 
Iii these quarters sn Ii im­ 
mense tracts are now under cultivation 
that the plow sometimes goes from 
morning till night in a single furrow. 
Machinery leis taken the place of hand 
labor, and the cost of production has 
been materially lessened. 
Railroad de­ 
velopment has at the same time dimin­ 
ished the cost of transportation. Wheat 
can bo carried from many parts of the 
West to Liverpool for liny 
bushel. 
It can be grown profitably at 
fifty cents, and, therefore, rail be sobl 
in English markets at one dollar per 
bushel, which is loss than the cost of pro­ 
duction in England. 
The tendency 
is toward a reduction in the rates of 
transportation, and the English farmer 
will find himself shortly competing 
against the most hopeless odds. 
In 
1879 nearly 4,UCH) miles of railroad were 
added to the railroad mileage of this 
country. 
It is estimated that fi.000 
miles of road will be constructed during 
the present year. 
Competition between 
the various routes must result iii lower­ 
ing rates of transportation. 
To tuese 
considerations must be added the facil­ 
ities offered by the Mississippi River 
and Gulf route, into which the great 
bulk of grain and general Western 
produce for exportation must before 
long find its way. 
Improvements in the 
construction of ships, and especially iu 
the m atter of freight-capacity, operate 
still further in favor of the American 
aud against the British producer. 
Mr. Atkinson holds that these causes 
will operate permanently. 
Bad crops 
last season iii Europe have stimulated 
shipments from this side of the Atlantic; 
but production will aways be iii excess 
of consumption in tho United States, 
and they must continue to be the princi­ 
pal furnishers of the world's supplies of 
grain, meat and cotton. 
American 
fanners in the Eastern States have al­ 
ready felt their weakness in competi­ 
tion with W estern producers of these 
articles, and have wisely concluded to 
diversify their crops, by the cultivation 
of fruits, vegetables aud dairy products 
—commodities which suffer with dis­ 
tant transportation, but which find a 
ready market in the Eastern cities. 
English farmers will be driven to tho 
same expedient; but the present land­ 
lord and tenant system is not favorable 
to the change, and hence tho revolution 
which Mr. Atkinson foresees. 
The ele­ 
ment of rent will disappear from the 
calculation, and the land iii the posses­ 
sion of small free-holders will yield 
richer and more varied products.—New 
O rleans P ic a y u n e .

T h e common adulterant tor vinegar 
is sulphuric acid. which is used on ac* 
count of its intense sourness. 
Its pres­ 
ence may be detected as follows: boil the 
suspected vinegar in a glass or porcelain 
vessel with a little solution of calcium 
chloride. 
This is made by diluting hy­ 
drochloric acid with four times the 
quantity of water and adding powdered 
chalk or marble-dust until no further 
effervcsencc is caused by adding chalk 
or marble. 
The solution is filtered for 
use. 
If sulphuric acid exists in tho 
vinegar, a precipitate of gypsum (sul­ 
phate of lime) is thrown clown on mix­ 
ing the solution with the vinegar. 
Vinegar is also adulterated by adding | 
infusion of acrid substances, as pepper, 
mustard-seed, etc. 
These may be de­ 
tected b}* evaporating a small quantity 
of the vinegar to concentration, and

Above the die is a handsome cap work, 
and above this rises a round column 
nearly five feet high surmounted with an 
urn. Itis a monument which cannot but 
attract attention and call forth praise, for 
its evident union of beauty and strength 
Sueh a s|iecimen of art is convincing that 
it is needless to go outside of Janesville 
to secure lietittiug tributes to the depart­ 
ed ones.
